During his final days as principal of 
Antioch Community High School, Art 
Blecke reflects on changes in students and 
education, his accomplishments and con- 
cerns for the future. He looks over the 
past 25 years with many valuable memo- 
ries and no regrets. 

"I have known a lot of great kids over a 
lot of years and the great kids are still 
here," he said. 

This impression of the students has en- 
dured the years, the increased enrollment 
and the changing face of society. 

When Blecke joined the ACHS staff as 
the first full-time Dean of Students in 
1966, his role as disciplinarian was much 
different than today. The enrollment of 
900-950 was required to adhere to dress 
and grooming codes. 

Bcatle haircuts were definitely not cool 
at the school. For boys, hair length could

waft no longer than to the shirt collar. 
They were not permitted to sport facial 
hair and sideburns had to be cropped to the 
mid-ear area. 

Slacks were out for girls.- Skirts with 
hemlines below the knees were deemed 
proper attire for the females during school 
and at all school functions. 
s The school's policy was thrown out in 
favor of one student's quest to "do his own 
thing" and wear his hair long. In 1970, an 
Appellate Court ruled that there was not 
sufficient evidence to suggest that relaxed 



appearance standards would have a detri- 
mental effect on education. Thus, the dress 
code was dropped 

"I think the disappearance of that control 
led to a lessening of control over stu- 
dents," said Blecke. 

Diminished control, Blecke said, is still 
being felt with further changes throughout 
the educational system, such as the pre- 
ponderance of state mandated programs and 
prohibition of corporal punishment 

"Students used to volunteer to take the 
paddle rather than stay after school," he 
said. 

Civil liberties actions have eliminated 
that option, while schools continue to be 
faced with mounting responsibilities. 
Blecke said that schools are now being 
asked to take on roles that had previously 
been borne by the parents or an extended 
family. Adopted roles include those of sex 
education, drug and alcohol awareness and

Three juveniles are facing charges of 
felony damage to property in connection 
with vandalism resulting in nearly 
$10,000 in damage, according to Antioch 
Police LL Charles Walkins. 

Most of the damage was done to win- 
dows in businesses and residences on the 
north side of the village. The department 
began receiving numerous reports of rocks 
and BB shots breaking windows early in 
March, said Walkins. 

Additionally, the Methodist Church on 
Main Sl was hit with $2,000 to $3,000 
in vandalism. A dog was reportedly shot 
with a BB gun required veterinary care. 

Through an intensive three-month 
investigation, Antioch Police Officers 
DeL Ronald Roth,- Cpl. Jim Hession and 
Watkins were able to arrest the suspects 
through information obtained from re-in- 
terviewing victims and from an anony- 
mous tip from Crimestoppers. The arrests 



clear up 20 criminal damage to property 
reports, said Walkins. 

Of the suspects, one is charged with 18 
counts of felony damage to property and is 
being held in the Lake County Youth 
, Home. The others, one charged with 15 
counts of felony damage to property and 
the other with two, are scheduled to appear 
before the Lake County Juvenile Court, 
added Walkins. 

Depending on their prior records, the 
youths could face penalties ranging from 
court supervision with restitution to the 
victims, court ordered counseling or 
incarceration. 

A Village of Antioch ordinance strictly 
forbids possession or firing of a BB or 
pellet gun on any street within the village 
limits and anywhere outside the gun- 
owner's private property. 

"The police will be enforcing this 100 
percent this year and there will be no 
compromises," said Watkins. 



Wilton puts village's

The matter will be 
discussed before the board at their next 
meeting, rescheduled for Tuesday, May 28 
at 7:30 due to the Memorial Day holiday. 

Hiring of Cummins for the commission 
hearings was previously approved by the 
board. 

"The village has a responsibility to 
carry out the letter of the law and have the 
hearing and hire an attorney to proicci the 
village," said Trustee Marilyn Shincflug.

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Flood of violence prompts preventib

An unprecedented amount of violent 
death has cast a cloud over Lake County 
in recent weeks causing many residents to 
feel uneasy, fearful, confused. Newspaper 
headlines have shouted 'suicide, murder, 
death' It happens in Chicago all the time, 
but it's not supposed to happen here in 
our peaceful haven. Yet it has happened 
hoe. 

"When something like this happens, it's 
hard to believe. Our belief system says it's 
not supposed to happen," said Dr. Bernard 
Levine, psychologist at Dr. BX. Levine 
and Assoc, in Libcrtyville. "Our belief 
that because we live in a certain place, 
we'll be protected from violence is pretty 
strong. It's reinforced when nothing 
happens for a long time and it makes us 
believe it even stronger/* 
An increase in violence in a community 



may cause some people to feel more 
stressed, particularly people who identify 
with the victims for some reason. Levine 
said people tend to overidentify.and 
believe "that happened in Round Lake 
Beach, it won't. happen here in Round 
Lake Heights or Lake Bluff." Or they may 
think "Robert Snook was an attorney and 
•he was murdered, therefore, attorneys are 
more prone to be victims." n It gives 
people a false sense of security," he said. 

"We're not an island to ourselves," said 

There is a connection between the haves 

and the have nots...It's helpful for us to be 

aware, to be more careful. All of us are 

potential victims." 

Schools are usually the first parts of 
society to take a proactive stance in 
dealing with the violence. Teenagers who 
went to school with the . victims are 
probably better off now with the intensive 



counseling, according to Jennifer Wallace, 
assistant professor of sociology at Lake 
Forest College. "It's not that it's not a 
hard thing for those kids, but they're 
getting more attention now than ever," 
she said. 

"When these things happen, the first 
reaction is 'How can this happen here?' 
said Wallace. "Second, We've got to do 
something about this.*" Wallace believes 
that the awareness of potential violence is 
a positive thing because it spurs people to 
get involved in preventive measures such 
as Neighborhood Watch programs. 

Larry Brooks, LCSW, clinical social 
worker at Victory Memorial Hospital, 
also sees the awareness as a positive result 
of the violence. "What I hope is, as part 
of the awareness, people realize it's better 
to express themselves and deal with the 
problems through the mental health 
professions. Maybe then the mental health

stigma might go away." Brooks believes 
that the recent suicide victims and the 
murderers couldn't deal with the stress in 
their lives and were in need of the services 
of mental health professionals. 

Another effect noted by Brooks is that 
the recent deaths bring people to face their 
own immortality. "Sometimes the 
tremendous loss, will renew people, they 
learn to use the time better while they're 
here." 



When memory is all that remains...

According to Magee Middle School 
Principal Wilda Stanton, "They were both 
perfectly nice girls." 

According to their teachers, Bob Dawson 
and Paul Gcrlach, they were "typical 
teenagers," "extremely well-liked," 
"beautiful girls." 

According to Julie Ann Pallach and 
Susan Zingalcs themselves, "Life is too 
stressful." 

On Tuesday, May 16, the last day of her 
life, Julie Ann Pallach played basketball 
with a friend after school, then her 
boyfriend walked her partway home. 
Sometime later, she and Susan Zingalcs 
met and. walked from their homes on 
Hawthorn St in Round Lake Beach to the 
railroad tracks in Round Lake, where the 
14-year-olds sat down on the tracks to 
wait for the 9:50 p.m. Metra commuter 
train bound for Fox Lake. A witness is 
said to have described the girls as silting 
with their backs to the oncoming train, 
covering their ears and screaming as the 
approaching train blew its whistle. 

Pallach and Zingalcs left behind a brief 
note in Pallach's bedroom to console par- 
ents and friends, but gave little explana- 
tion 

"To whom it may concern,' 1 it read, "We 
decided that this was the only way out. 
Life is too stressful. I'm sorry. (We're) We 
love everyone. Goodbyes aren't forever. 
Love, Sue and Julie." 

But while the area reels with the horror 
of the act itself, and struggles to under- 
stand the reasons behind the tragedy, some

simply sat and remembered the girls 
themselves. 

Stanton remembered the girls as 
"beautiful, and very athletic. Julie was vi- 
vacious, energetic. Sue was quieter. They 
were both beautiful." 

Pallach was known to have had prob- 
lems over the death of her father from 
cancer. His death during the Christmas 
holidays in 1989, had been lingering and 
Pallach had apparently taken it hard. In the 
past year and a half, Pallach was described 
as being "depressed," but had been in 
therapy with school social works, and was 
said to be "coming along." 

"I knew she had problems with her father 
dying," Stanton recalled. "When she first 
came to this school, we had a conference 
on her. We were alert and looking for 
things to pick up on. Anything." 

"We were alert," she repeated. "That's 
what bothers me. This was not a person 



who slipped through the cracks. This is a 
person who had services available." 

Pallach had a boyfriend at the school. 
Dawson had the unnamed boy in his last 
period, 'and Pallach, he recalled, would 
drop in just before class to talk to him. 

Both girls were waiting for graduation 
and had made the necessary preparations. 
Zingales was on the track team and 
Pallach was on the basketball team, 
Zingales had gone out for the basketball 
team but had dropped out, giving no ex- 
planation, according to coach Hollis 
Hollenberg, who described Pallach as a 
team player, an aggressive kid. 

"She didn't mind," he recalled, "if others 
got the points. She would pass the ball to 
someone else. Kids don't always get that 
They recognize who got the score, but if 
you ask, 'Who did the assist?' they don't 
understand." Pallach understood. 

Zingales is described by almost everyone 
as being "quiet" But her quietude was not 
the sort that might have raised suspicions. 

"She was very quiet," Gcrlach remem- 
bers, "although she would take part in 
class discussions. 

Zingales never seemed to have a prob- 
lem, even with her math studies. Gelach, 
who had Zingales in the special 
Individualized Instruction Program (IIP) 
said, "I would go down the row and ask if 
she had a problem, but usually she would 
say she didn't have a problem, or Til work 
it out.' If she needed help she would come 
up to the desk, but most of the time she 
would say 'I understand/ or 'I'll figure it 
out.' 

Despite being in the IIP program,

Zingalcs made the honor roll several 
times. "Her mother seemed happy," 
Gelach recalled. "Sue seemed happy." 

"She was the typical American girl-next- 
door. At least, that was my impression 
once," Gcrlach said. "I would describe her 
as a well-behaved, hard working, and, I 
thought, confident individual" . 

One class assignment, Dawson specifi- 
cally recalled, was a unit on the Spoon 
River Anthology, "which, as you know," 
Dawson said, "is set in a cemetery. The 
dead rise fiom this to tall the truth about 
the living." 

Pallach commented on her test paper that 
"she thought it was interesting because it 
dealt with lives, and with death, because 
she had thought about that." 

"I didn't think about it at the time," 
Dawson recalls bitterly, "because I 
thought it was in the past, about her fa- 
ther." 

Displaying the characteristic anger many 
people feel towards suicide victims, 
Dawson said, "I'd like to pick her up and 
shake her and say 'You dummy! Why did 
you do this to yourself and to all the other 
people who love you?' But I can't She's 
dead" 



Motive sought in murder of Antioch teen, two held

The Lake County Sheriffs Dept. is 
looking for a motive in the strangulation 
murder of a 15-year old Antioch girl. Two 
teen-agers have been arrested in connection 
with the death of Chandra Haak. 

Terrance J. Nank, 18, 25380 East Ave., 
who lived two doors away from the vic- 
tim, has been charged with two counts of 
murder and one count of concealing a 
homicidal death. He is being held in Lake 
County Jail without bond, according to

the Lake County Sheriffs Dept. 
Jason T. Patterson, 17, 40958 Rte. 83, 
is being held in lieu of $100,000 bond, on 
a charge of one count of concealing a 
homicidal death. 

"The families had had some different dis- 
putes," said Sheriff Clinton Grinnell; "we 
don't know which one, if any of them led 
to the murder." 

Haak's body was discovered by a fisher- 
man, May 14, near the east shoreline of 
Lake Marie, which is in the vicinity of 
Haak's home. Sheriffs reports say that the 
body was found with a rope tied around 
the ankle and neck with the other end tied 
to a concrete cinder block. 

After being pulled from the water by the 
Antioch Fire Department Under Water 
Recovery Team, the body was taken to the 
Coroner's Facility in Waukegan. Coroner 
Barbara Richardson determined that Haak 
died as a result of strangulation and was 
dead before she was put in the water. 

Sheriff Clinton Grinnell reported that 
Nank, a neighbor of Haak's, allegedly 
confronted the victim in a wooded area on 
the morning of May 1 as she was on her 
way to Antioch Community High 
School. 



Following an argument over an undis- 
closed matter, Grinnell said that Nank al- 
legedly strangled Haak and concealed her 
body in the woods. 

Later, it is alleged that Nank employed 
the help of Patterson to remove evidence 
of the body by submerging in the lake. 

The Lake County Sheriffs Police were 
led to the suspects through a series of in- 
terviews and the presence of cinder blocks 
outside the Nank home, said Grinnell. 

"This was a case that took a lot of inter- 
viewing and a lot of long, hard investiga- 
tion to bring this matter to its conclu- 
sion," said Grinnell. 

The department is continuing to investi- 
gate the motive of the incident. Grinnell 
stated that drugs were not involved and 
there was no indication that the victim and 
her assailant were involved in a 
"boyfriend/girllnend" relationship. 

"It's safe to say that this investigation is 
not completely wrapped up," he added. 

Nank was apprehended, May 15, at his 
home. Patterson was taken by Lake 
County Sheriffs Officers from the 
Antioch Police Department where he was 
being confined on an unrelated disorderly 
conduct charge.

Gen. Colin L. Powell, chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, might have been 
thinking about Ft. Sheridan when he 
pointed out that the U.S. has Army bases 
that are a residual of the Indian wars of the 
last century. Actually, the venerable Lake 
County military installation came into 
being after the Civil War to provide 
garrison strength to quell potential labor 
unrest in Chicago. But Gen. Powell made 
his point. 

Ft. Sheridan is an installation that 
doesn't fit in with the new base force level 
concept where the U.S. will have a quality 
force of sufficient size to perform any 
mission for which it might be called. 
Forty-three bases are due for closing by 
1997 to help bring about a 25 percent 
reduction in size and Dcpl. of Defense 
spending. 

The antiquated and costly bases have 
become symbols of the old security 
context of the years following World War 
II when the Soviet Union presented a clear 
and present danger. Interestingly, Great 
Lakes Naval Training Center epitomizes 
the new base force level concept and 
therefore is do for significant expansion. 
So within a few miles, Lake County 
residents are witness to two examples of 
how our nation proposes to best use 
shrinking resources in the post-Cold War 
society. 

Democratic pork-barrcllers in Congress 
will be counted on to challenge 
recommendations of the Defense Base 
Closure and Realignment Commission. 
The commission will review Pentagon 
plans and make recommendations to 
President Bush by July 1. Closure 
opponents aren't expected to include 
members of the Illinois Democratic 
delegation simply because of the good 
fortune of Great Lakes expansion. This is 
one lime they'll be able to take the high 
road of statesmanship.

Murder routine, 
life cheap, says 
crime author

A cloud of violence has settled over Lake 
County like a blanket of fog. In the wake 
of a flurry of murders, violent deaths and 
the shooting of a police officer by a 
dangerous criminal, there is the repeated 
question being asked, "What's happening 
to our community?" 

A highly respected crime writer, Ed 
Baumann, shook his head in wonderment. 
"It's hard to say. The funny thing is that 
murder and violence haven't been confined 
to Lake County," Baumann noted. There's 
been an outbreak of violence up and down 
the west shore of Lake Michigan. The ex- 
newspaperman asked, "Have your heard 
about the 1 1-year-old kid in Racine who 
shot a man because some friends wanted 
him killed? The cops don't know what lo 
do with him." 

Baumann's latest book, "Getting Away 
with Murder" written in collaboration 
with Chicago newsman John O'Brien, is 
selling well. The chronicle of 57 
unsolved murders currently is sixth on the 
Chicago best seller list. The Kenosha 
author and O'Brien have "Murder Next 
Door" in galley proofs as a sort of sequel, 
only this time the murderers got caught 

Pressed for a theory about the abnormal 
outbreak of violence, Baumann referred to 
"a lot of sappy judges" who turn 
dangerous people loose on the streets. He 
said there are too many guns in 
circulation. Baumann mentioned that 
there are two generations of Americans 
now who have been brought up on a 
heavy diet of television violence, leaving 
a lot of people with a low sense of value 
for human life. 

After covering major crimes in Chicago 
and the midwest for nearly 40 years, 
Baumann made a startling observation. 




"Over the years there have been a number 
of spectacular murder cases, but not at the 
rate we have now. Violence has gotten 
routine."

Many Gurnee citizens want Mayor 
Wcllonand his council to reconsider their 
current course relating to the huge 
developments on the west side in Gurnee. 

Gurnee residents are proud of their 
community. But the lime is here to judge 
future direction and planning in light of 
the tax burden which has become onerous 
and overwhelming for most. 

I believe ihe Mayor should slop talking 
about the village's low tax rate, while all 
governmental bodies around the village 
have exploded. Much of this explosion is 
the result of actions of the village. His 
explanations are simplistic and indicate 
he's minimizing the squeeze many are 
experiencing. 

It should be obvious to most that the 
citizens of Gumce want to save their lax 
dollars, not spend ihcm. The recent 
petition lo prohibit the park district from 
having $16,000,000 spending authority 
proves that. 

.The park district indicated the village 
government would buy the land designated 
for a golf course if they couldn't. Instead 
of spending $3,500,000 buying property 
from speculative developers, assuming 
tin's money could be made available, it 
should be spent providing services free 
that citizens now pay for, (like garbage 
collection, or lowering the village tax rate 
to zero). Those would be good first step 
toward helping the citizens alleviate the 
lax burden and given them a direct benefit 
from these big sources of income. 

Gurnee has been the fortunalc recipient 
of huge amounts of money from Great 

Commentary 

America and other Gurnee stores through 
the last decade, and soon Gurnee Mills 
tax receipts will be pouring in. But this 
doesn't mean we have to spend every last 
cent. Instead, dollars should be assigned to 
tax abatement. 

The average Gumce citizen is not aware 
of the details of the arrangements between 
the village, the developers and the county. 
Most object to the over-simplificaiion of 
the "growth" versus "no-growth" 
arguments when it comes to taxation or 
pulling people into neat little political 
niches. 

The developers took their chances when 
they bought their properties. As long as 
they build on them within legal limits, so 
be it. However, it is not up to the village, 
just as it was not up' to the park district, 
to mitigate' the problems the combined 
developing groups face in protecting the 
wetlands in such a vast area, through 
parks and golf courses. 

W.e have to get all of the agreements 
and "bargaining" out on the table so 
citizens can examine them in great detail. 
They want lo be aware of the physical 
impact this huge development would 
make on the existing community. Few 
know that ihe endre section drains to the 
north, then runs cast into the Dcs Plaines 
River north of Gurnee. Reports given to 
all of the developers have indicated that 
the soil is not conducive to "high impact" 
development. In my opinion that's the 
reason they got together as a group and 
segregated the wetlands "somewhere" in 
one area, and convinced the village to take 
over this area. 

Everyone wants assurance this plan 
will pass the standards established by the 
Corps of Engineers on behalf of ihe 
Environmental Protection Agency, 
because if not it means biggcr-lhan-ever 
floods for downtown Gurnee, not to 
mention inundating the new 
neighborhoods as well. 

The Village of Gurnee should not buy 
land for a golf course or "park from

Lorraine Reilly was knee-high to a water bug when her 
father, Phillip Froehlke, launched what would become a 
Bangs Lake institution. 

Now, Lorraine must stand on the shore and bid a fond 
farewell as the business her family nurtured for nearly 
seven decades sails into the sunset. 

Phil's Beach — fun-and-frolic haven for city dwellers 
and Wauconda locals alike, host to movie stars and an on- 
location site for one of the most popular movies of the '80s

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— has gone down for the third time. 

"It brought in an awful lot of beautiful 
memories," Lorraine said. "We had some 
moments when it was a little hectic, but 
we had nice customers and nice memo- 
ries." 

The memories began in 1922, when 
Lorraine was just six months old. Her 
parents, Phil and Wanda, were renting and 
running Kuebker's Landing (now Lindy's 
Landing) on Bangs Lake 

Between 1922 and 1926, the Froehikes 
bought the lakefront property close to 
Kuebker's at 336 N. Main St. At the time, 
the only structures on the property were a 
house on the hill overlooking the lake and 
two cottages. 

The Froehikes started out by renting 
boats to fishermen and offering room and 
board to the anglers in the cottages. 

Later came sand for a swimming area, 
and in 1926, Phil's Beach was born. 

Lorraine and her brother Richard grew 
up with the recreation area. They served 
as lifeguards, concession workers and the 
clean-up patrol. 

"Sometimes, we envied the kids who 
could have fun while we worked," Lor- 
raine said. 

At its zenith, Phil's Beach offered cot- 
tages for rent, a concession stand with a 
short-order menu, sailboats, rowboats, 
paddle boats, canoes and boat motors. 

The beach became known for its water 
"toys." A hot summer day could become 
mighty cool on the slides, water horses, 
water wheels and rafts. Flood lights 
lengthened the playtime hours in the 
summer and made for some grand 
nocturnal ice skating in the winter. 

"Like my father said, 'Lots of fun for old 
and young,'" Lorraine quipped. 

"We'd open up around Memorial Day 



for swimming and stay open until late 
September, if the weather was nice," she 
added. "The day crowd would come in 
and leave before five, and the evening 
crowd would come in and stay until 10 or 
11 with the floodlights on. That was before 
air-conditioning and TV — things 
change." 

World War II and the Battle of the Bulge 
claimed Lorraine's brother. Lorraine and 
her new husband, Thomas Reilly, were on 
hand to pick up the slack and soon began 
producing their own generation of beach 
kids — Dick, Mary, Kathy and Mike. 

Meanwhile, Phil had also made his 
mark as Wauconda's fire chief, acquiring 
the village's first modern fire engine. 

"As my parents got older, we (now the 
Reilly family) took on more and more 
responsibility," Lorraine said. "All the kids 
helped out." 

■ The customers were what made the 
beach for lx>rraine. 

"I liked the people — they were really 
nice. They used to enjoy themselves. 
They'd go back and talk about how much 
fun they'd had. 

"It was hard work for us, but it was 
enjoyable." 

Some of the visitors to the beach were 
more than just faces in the crowd. Mega- 
star Marlon Brando was one of the big 
names that Lorraine recollected. 

Phil's Beach dived into a permanent 
spot in movie annals in September of 
1979. That's when the crew of "The Blues 
Brothers" — complete with Dan Ackroyd 
and the late John Belushi — showed up to 
film a scene. 

It was the scene in which Jake and El- 
wood Blues drive along the beach an- 
nouncing their upcoming concert

How to save money 
calling home from 
overseas

Many first time travelers have been shocked to find an 
"outrageous" surcharge for long distance calls on their 
hotel bill herein the U.S. Well, unless you have phoned 
home from a hotel overseas, you don't know how 
outrageous a surcharge can bel 

In many countries in Europe, a surcharge of 200 to 
300 percent of the call is not unusual. Considering that a 
call home is an expensive proposition to start with, tripling 
it may cause you to have to skip a few meals. The answer 
is simple, don't call from your room. But what are your 
alternatives? 

Pay phones are one choice. They wont look like the 
phone on the corner back home, but you will find them In 
most of Europe. Learning how to use them may also be a 
challenge, but that's all part of the fun of overseas travel! 
There's usually a set of instructions on the phone, and if 
you're lucky it will be in English. 

Aside from pay phones, you can go to one of the 
phone company offices to call the folks back in Lake Villa. 
Just, look for the symbol "TT" in most of Europe. In 
Switzerland and France, look for "PTT\ You just walk in, 
give the clerk the number you wish to call and you will be 
directed to a special phone. When you finish your call, go 
back to the counter and and pay your bill with no 
surcharge. 

Post offices in many countries offer similar'servlces. 
You may also find special phone centers at railroad 
stations or airports. 

AT&T has been installing special phones at airports 
and cruise docks both overseas and in the Caribbean. 
You will be put directly in touch with an English speaking 
operator. You will also be billed at the prevailing rate in 
the U.S., which is Usually less than the local rate. I have 
used these phones at the airport In Jamaica, the cruise 
dock in Nassau, and the airport in Munich, Germany. 

If you still must call from your room, make a quick call to 
the overseas party and have them call back.

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Charter fishing is great fun aboard 'Wandering Star 1 



"Fish On" is the cry we hoped to hear 
as we left Diversey Harbor with 10 other 
charter fishing boats captained by 
members of the Midwest Charter Assn. 
They ply Illinois waters searching for 
salmons with sport anglers from 
everywhere in the country. 

Over 2,380,000 anglers fished Lake 
Michigan last year. These recreational 
sport fishing craft have helped make 
Lake Michigan a world recognized 
sport fishing mecca. 

We were aboard the Wandering Star, 
Captained by Paul Armstrong. His 
dozen years of experience were obvious 
by our comfort, safety and catch. As we 
cruised from the harbor at 9 a.m., we 
four anglers were comfortable in high 
60's temperature, overcast sky and 
maybe one foot swells, that increased 
somewhat as we passed the 
breakwaters, to head south along the 
world-famous skyline. It's a sight which 
makes Chicago's shoreline 
unforgettable. 

As re revved up and moved toward 
our fishing location, Capt. Paul was 
Instructing us In the procedure of 
catching Coho salmon, our target fish 
for the day, using six poles spaced 
across the stern of this 30- footer. Some 
lures trolled close to the surface while 
others on weighted downriggers 
dropped to 20 to 30 feet during our 
hunt. 

The inexperience passenger is 
grateful for these careful instructions, 
while the experience, on their first 
"shakedown cruise" can profit by the 
valuable review.

Electronic equipment for navigation 
of the Wandering Star includes 
computer instruments that place the 
boat on a previously selected location. 
Another shows graphically the contours 
of the bottom, depths and any fish 
.activity in between. They don't catch 
the fish, but makn them a lot easier to 
locate. 

Since one of the anglers was a lady, 
she had the first choice of a pumping 
pole that indicated "Fish On." 
Following Capt. Paul's instructions she 
did very well and the first Coho, a two 
pounder, was in the box in five 
minutes.

Everyone aboard congratulated her 
because it was also the first fish she had 
ever caught aboard ship. 

A double first! We took turns after 
that and during the three hours 
allotted, boated 14 fish in the tow to 
four pound category, a weight at which 
they taste best, firm meat and no fatty, 
tissues. 

On return for the shore lunch 
supplied by the contesting crews, our 
catch was among the top in numbers 
and the anglers all caught three or 
more fish each. So the fishing rates tops 
for the limited time out but the eating 
back at the Diversey Yacht Club, cooked 
without freezing gives perhaps the best 
"mouthfeel" possible, especially since 
five contesting cooks were preparing 
their specialties. 

There was no shortage of cooked 



fish, but we soon ran out of space to put 
it. We proved that inexperience is no 
disqualification and anyone who trys 
and enjoys the recreational adventure 
will enjoy the thrill of the catch and if 
really lucky, the taste of a fresh caught 
shore lunch prepared, by competing 
chefs. 

But fishing is good everywhere. I 
talked with Jerry Kachllk today about 
his experience with wife, Lorraine, on 
Wolf River in Wis. Two times a year they 
commute from home to Bayou Resort 
in Fremont, Wis. Jerry didn't want to 
brag, but the Kachliks returned with 409 
stripers cleaned into 978 filets. "What 
do you do with all those filets?" I asked. 
"We eat quite a few" he admitted, "but 
mostly I play Santa Claus for my friends 
and neighbors."

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Catch the rhubarb early... then preserve it properly 



N6w is the time to plan 
for rhubarb pies and sauce 
for later in the year. 
Freezing is the quickest way 
to preserve rhubarb, 
according to Lake County 
Extension adviser Barbara 
Dahl. "Start by washing and 
trimming the tender-crisp 
stalks. Cut the stalks into 
1-inch pieces, put them in a 
freezer container, and cover 
with a sugar syrup." A 
syrup of 3 1/2 cups sugar to 
1 quart water is sweet 
enough for most tastes, 
Dahl says. 

Another option is to 
mix in 1 cup dry sugar, for 
every 7 or 8 cups of cut 
rhubarb. "If you know 
you'll be making pics, use 
1 cup of sugar for every 4 
cups cut rhubarb, Dahl 
suggests. "Be sure to label 
the package as extra-sweet 
pic mixture. 

Of course, freezing raw 
rhubarb means you'll have 
to cook it before you use it 



later in the year. So you 
may choose to cook it into 
a sauce first, sweeten it. to 
suit your taste, then pack 
and freeze it! A package of 
frozen rhubarb sauce mixed 
with an equal amount of 
applesauce is a favorite in 
some homes. Many 
homemakcrs would rather 
save their freezer space for 
strawberries and asparagus.

"Cut washed and

Let the 
sugar-rhubarb mixture stand 
until juice collects in the 
pan. Slowly heat to 
boiling, stirring carefully so 
as not to mush the pieces.

Process pint 
or quart jars for 15 minutes 
in boiling water, counting 
from when the water reaches 
a full roiling boil. Remove 
the jars at the end of the 
process time and cool them 
away from drafts; then label 
and store them." 

Rhubarb juice may also 
be canned now for later use 
in fruit jellies. You may 
sweeten the juice before you 
can it and adjust the sugar 
in the jelly recipe later, or 
can the juice unsweetened. 
To extract the juice, add 2 
quarts of water to every 10 
pounds of trimmed, chopped 
rhubarb. Heat slowly until 
water boils. Drain into jelly 
bag and squeeze juice 
through. Reheat juice to 
simmering (140 degrees F) 
and pour into clean hot jars. 
Leave 1/4-inch hcadspacc 
and adjust lids. Process 15 
minutes for pints or quarts 
in boiling water.

Bronze birch borers 



Now is the time to 
control bronze birch borers 
in northern Illinois, says 
Pam Cater, horticulture 
adviser for Lake Count 
Cooperative Extension. The 
bronze birch borer attacks 
white bark birch, but docs 
not damage the river birch 
species. 

In winter, the bronze 
birch borer hibernates 
■beneath the bark. In the 
spring, the larvae completes 
growth and pupates. Adults 
emerge in late May and 
their egg laying period 
extends into June. Eggs arc 
laid singly, in cracks of the 
birch tree bark. Often the 
egg laying site is an area of 
bark damage. The batching 
borers tunnel beneath the 
bark to feed. 

Tree injury results from 



the girdling of the branches 
and the trunk by (he feeding 
borers. The earliest 
symptom of borer damage 
to a white birch tree usually 
appears in the lop of the 
tree, yellowed leaves, sparse 
foliage and limbs with 
swollen areas are all 
symptoms of borer attack. 

Evidence suggest bronze 
birch borers cannot survive 
in healthy trees. Most white 
birch trees in landscape 
plantings come under stress 
during some growing 



seasons. Although 
fertilizing, watering and 
mulching aid in birch 
survival, chemical control 
is also necessary of while 
birches are to be saved. 
Severely damaged trees may 
not recover.

In discussing mutual fund 
investing with my clients, I 
have noted that there is of- 
ten a great deal of confusion 
regarding the various fees 
charged by mutual funds.

Because of their high an- 
nual fees, I usually do not 
recommend that people in- 
vest in rear loaded funds. 

Let's look at the merits of 
the load fund versus the 
merits of the no-load fund. 
This is a holly debated sub- 
ject and I have some definite 
opinions on the issue. 

First, you must realize 
that every mutual fund sold 
today has some 
"distribution costs" associ- 
ated with its sale. For the 
no-load fund families, this 
distribution cost is in the 
form of an "in-house" 
salaried sales staff and 
advertising expense. This 
distribution cost or some 
portion of it is then passed 
on to the investor in the 



So if you intend to hold 
your mutual fund for 12 
years or longer, the savings 
in annual fees (0.5 percent x 
12-6 percent) means that 
you actually pay less in fees 
by purchasing the front load 
fund. The break-even hold- 
ing period is reduced by 
several years for each- "break 
point" that you reach by 
investing larger sums since 
this reduces the up front 
sales charge. 

An easy way to compare 
tecs and performances is to 
use an independent mutual 
fund rating service such as 
Mutual Fund Values by 
Momingstar. We have this 
service in our office and 
would be happy to provide 
any of our readership with 
copies of a fund's analysis. 

I must emphatically point 
out, however, that the 
biggest mistake an investor 
can make is to ignore in- 
vestment performance while 
feeling that he or she re-

Recycling grass clippings 



There are some definite 
advantages for not bagging 
your grass clippings: No 
expensive trash bags to buy 
and no mower bag to 
emply, according lo Pam 
Cater, horticulture adviser 
for the University of 
] Illinois Cooperative 
Extension Service, Lake 
County Office in Grayslake. 

Grass clippings help: 

• reduce water 
evaporation from the lawn 

• reduce lawn wear by 
providing a cushioning 
layer 



provide nutrients to the 
lawn 

• keep the soil 
temperature cooler in the 
summer 

Grass clippings do not 
cause thatch buildup. 
Thalch is made up of the 
roots, rhizomes and dead 
leaf sheaths of grass, not 
the clippings. 

Grass clippings make 
great mulch for vegetable 
and flower gardens. They 
can greatly reduce the 
amount of weeding needed. 



Grass clippings treated with 
an herbicide should not be 
used for mulch. 

Feed your garden 

After a spring rain your 
plants need food. Hunger 
usually strikes plants after 
spring's first growdi spurt 
because they've used up 
whatever energy they've 
stored. 

Container plants that 
get frequent watering need 
feeding every two to three 
weeks lo replace nutrients 
that have been leached from 
the soil. 



plenty of fresh water. 

A protective environment 
is essential for building 
nests, and some plants 
provide both shelter and 
food. The council suggests 
that you select such dual- 
purpose trees and shrubs as 
dogwoods, crabapples, 
hawthorns, pines, cedars, 
hollies, viburnums, and 
honeysuckles. 

After you've identified 
your yards' best features for 
attracting birds, begin to 
enhance them. Council 
members say you should 
lake a cue from nature. The 



edges of the forest or open 
meadow attract birds 
because the greatest, 
diversity of plant life occurs 
in those places. Recreate 
this environment in your 
own yard by providing a 
variety of trees, shrubs, and 
flowers. 

The quick way to 
transform wide-open lawns 
into bird habitats is lo 
disregard the rule about 
properly spacing trees 
during installation. Instead, 
plant a cluster of fast- 
growing trees. Under a lone 
shade tree plant shrubbery 




and flowers. Put shrubs in 
as a background for your 
flower bed and accent it 
with a small fruiting tree. 

The council's 
professionals believe you 
should let your garden 
reflect your own style and 
taste, whether formal or 
informal. Birds can't discern 
design elements. They 
prefer a variety of plants of 
seasonal interest, just as 
you do.

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erbs: Here, there and everywhere 




Each and every day 
imcone, somewhere finds 
new and innovative use 
ir easy-lo-grow, multi- 
purpose herbs. In fact, there 
are nearly as many herbs as 
pcrc arc uses for them. 

Everyone knows that 
icrbs are ideal for spicing 
p soups, stews, vinegars, 
Hies and relishes, and that 
c right herb can add zest 
:o fish, meat and poultry. 
Jbuite frequently, a common 
Inert) is the "secret 
ngredient" grandmother 
;ed about at the dinner 
ible. 
But herbs — actually 
_ larts of herbs, such as 
flowers, leaves, roots, seeds 
and bark — can be counted 
on for more than improving 
the flavor of food. Many 
doctors suggest eucalyptus 
herbal rubs or balms for 
their patients with strained 
muscles or mild back 
problems. Herbs often arc 
used for cosmetic purposes 



or artistic "endeavors. People 
love to drink chamomile or 
scented geranium herbal teas 
and unwind from a hard 
day's work in a relaxing 
bath accentuated with sweet 
flag or sweet violet. 

The appealing fragrance 
of dried herbs entices many 
either to buy or make their 
own potpourris, sachets and 
wreaths, which boast a 
long-lasting herbal aroma. 
Mint and rosemary arc 
among the most popular 
herbs for this purpose. 

In fact, the only thing 
most people who find some 
use for herbs don't seem to 
know about them is that 
they are among the easiest 
of all plants to grow. 
Gardeners appreciate the 
variety of shapes, sizes and 
colors in which herbs come, 
and put them to use in 
decorative containers or rock 
gardens, or as groundcovcrs. 
When matched with annuals 
and perennials, herbs help 



make eye-catching additions 
to beds and borders. Many 
herbs spread quickly. A 
physical barrier, such as a 
landscape fabric, helps 
confine them. 

Some herbs take less 
effort to grow than others, 
so it's important to decide 
before starting how much 
effort you intend to put 
forth. If you have time to 
spend, begin from seed. . 
Otherwise purchase started 
seedlings or rooted cuttings'. 
When planted, these tend to 
take root quickly, enabling 
the gardener to reap their 
ben efiLs early. 

Planting seedlings is a 
relatively simple process. 
Most herbs prefer full 
exposure to sun, though 
some require shade. For 
instance, dill (Anelhum 
graveolens), Roman 
Chamomile (Chamaemelum 
nobile), chives (Allium 
schoenprasum), parsley 
(Pctroselinum crispum), 



English Lavender 
(Lavandula angustifolia), 
and coriander (Coriandrum 
sativum) all thrive in full . , 
sun. 

Among the herbs that 
grow better in partial shade 
are mint (mentha spp.), 
taragon (Artemisia 
dracunculus), chervil 
(Anthriscus cerefolium), 
thyme (Thymus vulgaris), 
and rosemary (Rosmarinus 
officinalis). Herbs also vary 
as to their soil 
requirements. Some grow 
well in rich soil, others in 
moderately rich or sandy 
soil. And all have different 
watering needs. Specific 
planting directions should _■ 
come with the seedling 
package. If not, ask the 
nursery salesperson or 
contact your local extension 
agent. 

Light fertilizing in the 
spring wit an all-natural 
fertilizer high in nitrogen 
helps herbs get off to a 



good start, but over- 
fertilizing results in large 
plants with less flavor and 
reduced aroma 

When planting seedlings 
between larger annuals or 
perennials, lay down a 
landscape fabric in order to 
limit the herbs' spreading 
capabilities. A superior 
fabric also moderates soil 
temperature, which helps 
conserve moisture. 

Once your herbs are 
growing well, parts can be 
pruned as needed, as long as 
enough foliage remains to 
allow regeneration. Herbs 
are best pruned on a cool, 
shade-filled day. This 
enables the plant to recover 
before it must face a full 
sun again. Leaves for drying 
should be pruned to the 
plant's flowering. Toss 
away damaged or diseased 
leaves and wash the good 
ones in cool water. Store 
them on a tray or rack out 
of the sun. Too much light 



ruins the flavor and bleaches 
the color. Next, crush the 
dried leaves and store away 
from light, perhaps in a 
freezer, until needed. 

Herbs have been around 
for a million years, and 
hopefully will be for a 
million more. They're 
versatile and hardy, and with 
a little preparation, easy to 
grow. Whatever your need, 
there's bound to be an herb 
that's perfect for you. s

[special education programs. 

"If we're going to be tarred with that 
brush, we better get some clout and help 
with these programs,'* he said. 

He expressed concern that the existing 
tax structure is too dependent on property 
taxes, creating a sometimes insurmount- 
able burden on people on fixed incomes 
and resistance from property owners. He 
advocates a more inclusive system in 
which all income is taxed generating a 
more balanced system between income- 
levels. 

Public resistance was felt by Dist. 117 
in April when voters turned down a 529.9 
million referendum for construction of a 
new school building. 

"We can't afford not to have one," Blecke 
said, "the kids are here and the worst thing 
we could do is not educate them because 



well pay more in the long run." 

Within the cramped halls and insufficient 
cafeteria space, students are also dealing 
with expanded peer pressure, according to 
Blecke.

Hints for traveling with baby 



Summer is traditionally 
vacation' time.

Krumrey tells changes in Lake County farms

Some 23 years ago, there were 32,000 
cows on Lake County Farms. In 1989, 
there were 13,924. 

In 1979, there were 24,000 acres of oats 
in the county. Now there is half that 
amount 

Once there were dairy farms in the 
hundreds in Lake County. Now there is 
less than 10. 

For it is facts like these which Walt 
Krumrey recited to a large an interested 



audience at the Grayslake Historical 
Society meeting. Krumrey, secretary of 
the Lake County Fair Board, described the 
state of farming in Lake County over the 
last half-century. 

"I've worked with farms and farmers all 
my life," Krumrey said. 

Krumrey was born on a farm where the 
present West Trails subdivision now 
stands in Grayslake. He began his career 
in farming as a milk tester, going from 
farm to farm in Lake and McHenry 
counties. 



"I would drive 50,000 miles a year, but 
never be more than SO miles from home," 
Krumrey, who used to drive Chryslers 
during those days, said. 

Krumrey retired from those travels in 
1979 and lives near the College of Lake 
County in Grayslake. Planning the Lake 
County Fair keeps the likeable Krumrey 
busy, though. He has also been a secretary 
to the Farm Bureau Board. "It is one of 
the most financially strong farm bureaus 
in the state," he said with pride. 

Krumrey has been able to look back at 



some of the changes in agriculture. His 
family farm had one of the fust combines 
in the area. "You used to never want to 
feed grain to cows, now it is amazing how 
much gain is fed to cows," he said. 

Some of the veteran farmers in the 
audience also joined in Krumrey 's talk to 
describe their experiences. Ray Dolittle, 
who moved to a farm in the Antioch area 
in 1942, recalled when there were two 
other dairy farms nearby.
